Thureday. We are glad to notice that these 
amateurs have at last got a little out of the beaten 
track, and forsworn the namby-pamby frock-coat 
school of art in favour of rich medieval costumes, 
and comediettas that leave no uncomfortable or 
depressing influences in their wake. We allude 
to the little two-act drama known as Our Wife ; 
or, the Rose of Amiens, once a favourite with 
would-be actors, but of any recent performance of 
it we find no sign. The Marquis de Ligny was 
rather a dignified personage in Mr A. James’s 
hands, but we were surprised that he should show 
80 much indecision in his speaking, and have re- 
quired the marked attentions of the promptor, 
forhe is a gentlemanly and pleasing amateur. 
As the Count de Brissac, Mr F. R. Firth gave 
promise of future excellence ; this young actor 
never played better, probably because he never 
had a part that offered such scope for his abilities 
as a light comedian ; he was apt and ready, and 
fully alive to the ludicrous situations of his part. 
Pomaret was amusingly sustained by Mr A. G. 
Scriven, who well understood the character of 
the shrewd old mercer. The amateur who was 
east for Dumont, appeared so ill at ease in his 
soldier’s garb, and uttered his little speeches in 
80 inaudible and unsoldatesque a manner, that 
he involuntarily made the audience merry at his 
expense; and it was only owing to the band strik- 
ing up the last overture, that they would be paci- 
fied with his non-appearance before them at the fall 
of the curtain in answer to the re-iterated calle. 
Miss Kennerton (amateur) played Rosine with 
much grace, and- with the confidence of an 
actress, and Miss Susan Rignold as her co isin 
Mariette was charmingly ratural and naive. The 
first-named lady executed a sort of minuet with 
Mr Firth, which narrowly escaped an encore. 
But Rosine was not ber only delineation, for she 
had previously sustained the role of Mrs Somer- 
ton in the farce of Desperate Game, supported by 





as Postlethwaite, Mr F. Leslie as David, and Mre 
Holder (amateur) as Peggy. There was brisk- 
ness and bustle observable in the acting of Mor- 
ton’s little piece, but on account of its inherent 
defects of construction very little interest was 
felt by the spectators. The same remark natu- 
rally applies to such a prosy comedietta as Tom 
Taylor’s Nine Points of the Law (the afterpiece), 
which is full of—to use the jargon of the foot- 
lights ‘talkee-talkee.” It was written twelve 
years ago to suit the talents of Mrs Stirling, 
whose natural acting of the widow Smilie may 
live in the reader’s memory. Miss Bella Merton 
played it fairly, and Miss S. Rignold made a nice 
Katie, and was encored in her song, ‘* Beautiful 
Dreamer,” but there was very little spirit in the 
acting ; we except Mr Middleton, whose skill in 
assuming certain characters we have frequently 
observed, and who gave an admirable idea of the 
wide-awake attorney, Cunninghame. Mr Leslie 
was al3o suitable as John Britton, but Messre 
Puilin and H. Graham, represented-Ironsides and 
Rolingstone, in too colorless a manner to produce 
any marked effect. The entertainment, however, 
was on the whole, highly successful, and the 
entertainers deservedly applauded, not only for 
this their acting, but we may assume, for their 
excellent intentions in benefiting the Cancer 
Hospital, on whose behalf the elegantly-attired 
ladies who graced the stalls opened their purse- 
strings, and so gave some little aid to their suffer- 
ing sisters.—There was a skilful amateur band in 
attendance, and Harrison’s dresses were good, 
but the manager of the storm—may we call him 
the lightning-conductor 1—was far too liberal 
with his lycopodium ; the sheets of flame were

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Very crowded and select was the assemblage 
last Saturday, to witness an entertainment for 
the benefit of the Great Northern Hospital, and 
under the patronage of Lord Hamilton, and 
severslother M.P.s, The selection was,, bow- 
ever, unquestionably a stale one, consisting of 
three pieces that have been plaved ad nauseam, 
The Two Polts, All that Glitters, and Box and 
Cox. The interpretees of these worn-out affairs 
had no distinctive appéNaton, yet thete wére 
some able.men amongst ‘them, who might rank 
bigh in the ‘amateur world, We were <not in 
time to see the opening farce, but perceiving, the 
names,of Cook, and I. J. Walker, as the heroes, 
we have little doubt much fun was extracted by 
them out of the materiajs at band. Morton’s 
drama, especially the second act, was exceed- 
ingly well acted, We cannot call to mind, 
amongst the’ thathy Martha ‘Gibbses we have 
been introduced: to, a more talented one than 
Miss Alice Browne; jn addition. to wonderfal 
intensity (a quality, so, rarely found on the 
boards) nature hag ‘absolutely fitted this young 
Jady for the character, That her well-directed 
efforts were rapturously applauded, was, only 
what she deserved, and had we been aware of 
her undoubted abilities, we should certainly have 
offered her a bouquet ; for her natural and heart- 
felt emotions as the wrongly-accused, ‘kind'y- 
disposed, factory yirl, brought the moisture to 
our eyes, the drops would fall in spite of us; an 
actress who can thus affect us, jadedias we are, 
must be a good one.

ADELAIDE KEMBLE. 


Tre secdnd daughter of Charles Kemble, 
and sistér of Fanny, made her debut at Covent 
Garden in an English version of Morma, in the 
character of the Druid. Priestess, Nov. 2, 
1841, with such decided success, that the opera 
was) repeated three times a week to overflowing 
houses ‘for-forty nights. She had received ber 
musiéal ‘education in Italy, and had sung with 
fome success at La Scala, in Mila), and other 
Italian Opera-hohses ; in England, where she 
was born, ‘and in lhe. theatre, which had 
been the .ecene of the Kemble and Siddon’s 
\uuumphs, the furore she ereated as unbounded, 
The aristocracy of London filled. the’ private 
boxesmightly sand theopubliov miedo with each 
other for seats inthe other parts of the house. 

Her appearance, and style’ of singing were 
well éuited to’the part of Norma, and she fully 
merited the epthusiasip she excited, which is 
pot always the case “with ‘public, favouritee, 
for an audience is; as likely to fall into 
ecstasies ,for -well-trumpeted humbug, as 
to » bestow its; applause on real genius. 
In the former case the factitious fervour soon 
dies cut; in the Jatter it grows into perma- 
nent enthusiasm. . So it was with Adelaide 
Kemble. She was a thorough artist, with a 
fine, well cultivated-“Yoice, under admirable 
control, and with perfect purity of intonation. 
Add to this, that she possessed considerable 
dramatic, power, and played with abandon and 
natural passion. Her triumph was complete, 
and catried it through nearly two'seasons, "but 
she was soon lost to the’ stage, for she had an 
offer of marriage from M. Sartoris, an Italian 
gentleman, who being acgepted, tqok his bride 
from the footlights,,and jransplanted her to 
the more ,refined,-if,,less genial, soil of a 
Roman habitatio, Tne companyr that sup- 
ported our cantatmce .censistedy of Harrison, 
Binge, and.

He was economical, and was thought to

He died very tranquilly, after playing

His death took place in his 71st year, at his 
house in Gower-street, where he had resided 
with his sisters for many years. He was one 
of the oldest members of the Garrick club.

Turis clever actor of ‘old men, the precursor 
of Munden, Dowton, and Farren in the same 
line, and the contemporary of Lewis, Murray, 
Holman, Farley, Emery, Munden, Simmons, 
Irish Johnstone, Incledon, Pope, Cologna, Mrs 
Glover, Mrs Mattocks, &c., at Covent Garden, 
was born in London in 1769.
